Kisor, of Elk Clty, have used their ut-
mast efforts to conoeal the facts it is now
detinitely known that the thieves secured
botweoen §9,000 and §10,000 as toe priceof
their awful erime, says the Derrick, This
money was in bank notes ol a large de-
nowination and was carried by the mnr-
dered man fo s belt around bis waisi,
This belt never left bim and few ouiside
of one or two relatives had any suspicions
of its existence nnless it was one, or all
three, of the thieves,

Sinee 1573 William Kiser, themurderad
man, had been taking in royalties from
oil produesd upon his farm and also dur-
ing this 26 years made several sales of
valuanble timber and oil property. It was
well Known that the deceased was (rugal
in his expenditures an . when the safe in
his room wis opened by experts and it
wis learned that with the money in ihe
house and in the safe, the total amoant
recoversd was only about $2,000, great
surprise was created among his  neigh-
bors who knew ho was a man of much
more wealth, The most conservative of
his friends plaeed his wealth at from
£20,000 1o 830,000 and they goncluded that
Lie had the remainder of the money In
somo bank. When the case was taken up
by the detectives relatives who knew the
fact, but did not wish it generally known
stated that on the afternocon of the mur-
der Willlam Kiser showed th's old beit
and placed in it two bills of 800 each,
glesilly stating that be “had $10,000 in
the belt,”

‘The abject in conrenling the faet that
the belt andd fortune it contalned Lisd boen
gtoden by the thioyes and muarderers, was
in the hope that these moen, belleving
that the relatives had no suspivion of the
large amonnt of money taken, would be-
oomie reckless in their expenditures md
thus give s elone that wonld lend o their
detection, Tt is alse belleved that the
magnitude of the sum taken would if
Knowi have eansed the detectives to hold
back In undertaking the job of chasing
the murderers and have caused them to
domanc s much larger roward than the
S1,000 offersd] by the heirs of the dend
mun. With this stolen $10,000 at their
disposal and the start they have been
given during the time neighbors and offi-
cers wera on a false seant the murderers
ooutld have placed the continent or ocesn
botwesn the seons of their orime and
themselves and the chanoes of their
belng captured, sinee the great mnmount
ol money stolen has come to light, seems
